CHEERS AND CAT-CALLS. 


LARGE CROWD DEMONSTRATES 
ON THE FRONT. 


The meeting in the Pavilion was orderly 

throughout, but outside a large crowd was 
steadily gathering, giving vent to cheers 
and cat-calls and throwing fireworks. This 
however, seemed nothing more than an ex- 
hibition of high spirits! Once somebody 
knocked persistently at the side doors of 
the Pavilion, and one or two Blackshirt 
stewards became a little restive, but the 
majority preferred to ignore the inter- 
ruption. 
At the end of the meeting, Sir Oswald, 
Maud Lady Mosley, and the great body 
of Fascists remained inside the Pavilion, 
while the crowd outside, now swollen to 
thousands, were singing “Poor Old 
Mosley's got the wind up " to the tune 
of ‘‘ John Brown's Body." A Jane was 
kept from the Pavilion steps to Marine- 
parade, but as the Blackshirts passed 
along it there was a good deal of jostling 
by the crowd; and the appearance at 
length of Sir Oswald led to a series of 
free fights on the Esplanade between 
Blackshirts and members of the crowd. 
The approach of the police, however, had 
the effect of causing the combatants to 
stop fighting and begin arguing! One 
mau who, it was said, had tried to strike 
Sir Oswald was taken out of the crowd 
by the police. 


FIGHTING STARTS. 

Sir Oswald and his ‘ bodyguard " 
crossed Marine-parade to Barnes’ Cafe, 
where they remained for some time. One 
body of Fascists then left the cafe and be- 
jan marching up South-street towards the 
ranch Headquarters in Warwick-street. 
A large section of the crowd went with 
them, and it seemed that fighting was 
soon in progress. When Sir Oswald and 
the bodyguard emerged from the Cafe, 
word was apparently brought them of 
what was happening in Market-street, for 
the whole detachment broke into a double 
and ran mp Bedford-row, descending on 
the crowd from the flank.

Many tributes to the work of Miss 
ian Frost, F.L.A., as Librarian and 
Curator at the Museum, were paid last 
evening in the Worthing Art Gallery, at 
the first meeting of the Worthing 
Archaeological Society's winter pession, 
when the President of the Society, Dr. C. 
W. Elson, on behalf of the members, 
made a presentation to Miss Frost who, 
at the annual meeting, resigned the 
secretaryship of the Society. 

Dr. Elson, in his presidential address, 
said that their very flourishing Society 
was now in its twelfth year and was going 
from strength to strength, but there was 
a further special reason why he was 
glad to see such a gathering that evening. 
As they all knew, the Society owed its 
inception to that indefatigable worker, 
Miss Frost, whose vigorous intellect and

might be united with their Preshytenan 
and Baptist friends. They could no longer 
afford to work in isolation either in their 
ndividual Churches or as a denomination 
and they hoped that the time might not be 
to far distant when there would be a 
very much closer linkmg up between them- 
selves and the great Church of England, 
which they all honoured 

In the great cause of peace their 
Churches were utterly inadequate for the 
task before them. If they continued to 
stand in isolation their protests against 
the things that were happening were too 
feeble to be heard, It was only by stand- 
ing together that they could speak with 
any authority to a worid that was drifting 
towards another war 

More than that, they were faced to- 
day witk new religions in the world. In 
Communism and Fascism they had a men 
ace to all the things that they held dear as 
Christians, and in facing those new forces 
they must stand together as one Church 

Coupled with the toast were the names 
of the Rev. Donald McDonald and the 
Rev. W. Ridley Chesterton 

In his reply, Mr. McDonald said the 
Church in Worthing, as far as he could 
conceive it, agreed with the definition 
iven by one of the ancient fathers of the 
‘hurch when he wrote: “ Where Jesus 
Christ is, there is a Catholic Church.” 


SPIRIT OF UNITY. 

There was a wonderful spirit of unity in 
Worthing. He had been here five 
years and he could not recall a single in- 
stance where an unkind word had been 
said between one section of the Church 
and another. 

If he had any adverse criticism to make 
in regard to the Church in Worthing, it 
would be in relation to the lack of witness 
which was to be found in their Churches, 
The Leed in their Church to-day was far 
more witnessing for Christ. They had 
many great problems in front of them. 
There was in the air a kind of whisper—in 
fact more than a whisper—that another 
war was at hand. If there was anything 
that humanity needed at the present time 
it was a witness of the real Church of 
Christ that only the laws of God could 
[bring prosperity and happiness to man- 
kind 

The Rev, Ridley Chesterton also briefly 
replied, saying that he rejoiced in the 
co-operation that one found in Worthing. 

The only other toast, that of ‘ Our 
Hosts and Hostesses,” was reserved for 
later in the afternoon, when the delegates 
reassembled for tea. It was proposed by 
the Rev. G. W. Berry, of Seaford, and 
acknowledged by Mr. C. W., Lindsey, the 
Secretary of the Worthing Congregational 
Church. 


A good send-off was given at Worthing 
Pier Pavilion on Monday to the 1934-35 
series of travelogues, e lecturer was 
Major A. Radclyfle Dugmore who, in a lec 
ture on “The Beauty of Africa and its 
Wild Animals,” showed some splendid 
slides and incidentally exploded some ot 
the ideas about Africa held in this country.
